Claim Objections 
1 . Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Term "comprising;" in line 1 is improper since the semi-colon should be replaced by

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 14-16, 20 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a) Claim 14 recites the limitations "said associated cell rate requirement" and "said 
overflow events" in line 3. There are insufficient antecedent bases for these limitations in the 
claim. 

b) Claim 23 recites the limitation "said negative decision message" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for the limitation in the claim.
